ST. LOUIS, July 1.—Several very im- 
portant meetings of the Law and Order 
league leaders have been held recently 
both here and at Sedalia, Mo. 
The in- 
tention is to establish an organizotion 
from one end oi the country to the oth- 
er in support of law and order, which 
can be largely massed if necessary, at 
one point; for instance, in case of trouble 
at St. Louis with which the league here 
could not cope. 
The preparations now 
bei Dg made are for the purpose of en- 
ab ling local officials to call on Chicago 
or any other place for reinforcements, 
the members being bound to answer 
Buch a call at a moment's notice. 
The 
organization in this respect is partaking 
more of the character of the national 
minute men. 
The league, which had 
its origia in Sedalia, has been rapidly 
fathered by some leading secret society 
men in the country. 
It has reached« a 
membership of 
17,000, over 
8,000 of 
which are in St. Louis. 
Included in the 
membership, it is said, are a large num- 
ber of laboring men, engineers, conduc- 
tors and Knights of Labor, who express 
grm allegiance to the league in

ence to any other order.

and discountenance strikes and boycotts.

WASHINGTON, July 1.—It is said at the 
white house, that there is no truth in 
the report that the president has ar- 
ranged to make a tour of the lakes this 
summer. 
He has made no plans for 
summer, but it is more than likely he 
and Mrs. Cleveland will pass their vaca- 
tion in the north mountains of New 
York. 


The president has approved the act to 
reduce the fee on domestic money or- 
ders for sums not exceeding $5, the 
act making allowances for clerks to post- 
masters of first and second class offices;

THE SENTINEL representative met De- 
tective John Cooper, one of Pinkerton's 
most trusted detectives, who has been 
with the Barnum show for five seasons. 
Mr. Cooper has been with the Pinkerton 
agency for twelve years, and his expe- 
rience with crooks of all sorts has been 
varied and extensive. 
He met Captain 
Diehl and Marshal Meyer and to them 
he described the suspicious characters if 
any follow the show. 


"Are there any crooks following the 
show at present?" was asked. 


"No! 'Windy Dick,' the New York 
pickpocket, and his gang were following 
us, but the gang was pnlled at Steuben- 
ville and three of them were placed un- 
der arrest." 


"What are the methods of working 
the people now in vogue?" 


"Flim flamming •end holding out coins 
are the most common. 
Fiim -flamming 
is worked by mixing one up in making 
change for a small purchase. 
Holding back a coin is worked to a great 
extent. 
A man purchases an article 
and when change is made the operator 
counts the money into his own hands. 
This is turned over into the hand of the 
victim, who nine times out of ten does 
not count the change. 
In turning the 
money over the fakir retains a coin in 
his hand. 
This trick is worked very suc- 
cessfully by fakirs who come into town 
and set up ring 
and cane games. 


"They generally take out a license and 
work th3ir racket as a blind. Their busi- 
ness does not pay them, but in working 
the change racket and "flim-flamming" 
is where they make the money. 
I had 
two of these fellows arrested at Steuben- 
ville, and they were fined $25 each.

did not see them again until Saturday at 
Wooster where they got license to work.

INDIANApoiiis, July 1.—The new state 
bouse is approaching completion very 
rapidly, and, from present indications, 
it will be the cheapest and best public 
building in the country. 
There seems 
to be no probability that the two million 
dollar limit fixed by the legislature will 
be exceeded, and the work thus far has 
been honestly and substantially done. 
The work of cleaning the building inside 
has ahready begun, and it is a big job. 
The outside cleaning will be commenced 
in a few weeks, as soon as the mills and 
shops on the grounds, which are now 
using soft coal, shall be removed, and 
this will be as soon as the stone 
steps 
ar° 
sawed out. 
After that 
the 
commissioners 
think 
they 
will 
use 
only 
hard 
coal 
about the building, whenever fuel is 
needed, as it is about as cheap and much 
less dirty, and when this is done the 
cause of the darkened walls will be re- 
moved. 
As soon as the contractors' 
work has progressed so far. that the 
fences and rubbish can be removed, the 
commissioners will begin grading the 
grounds and have them made as artistic 
and beautiful as possible. 
No unsightly 
obstructions will be left on the grounds, 
and they will be laid out so as to be in 
keeping with the style of the building, 
and the best plans of landscape garden- 
ing. 
One of the commissioners has 
paid considerable attention to this sub- 
ject, and his views are likely to be in ac- 
cord with those of the others. 
The 
legislative halls will be ready for occu- 
pancy for the next general assembly, 
and the entire building will probably be 
completed during the coming winter. 
As the dome climbs heavenward a better 
idea of the stateliness and immensity of 
the building is obtained than heretofore, 
and the criticism sometimes made that 
it looks "squatty," will not appear to 
have much force when the fences and 
other obstructions are removed.

AMERICAN AND ENGLISH MODELS. 


A G«>BBp»rlson of the Competln|> TMhta. 
Th« 
"Tank«e Skimming Dlab»' and 
the KnicIiBh Citttef«-Tlue One TMtvels on 
Her Bdeyancy, the Other on Her Ballaat. 


New Yobk, Jane 22l—The yacht contests 
of this season promise to excel snjtl ing the 
world has heretofore seen in the way of 
aquatic races. 
Beside the stake of national 
pride which is involved—all Europe eager to 
have the Americans cup, which is the mark 
of nper^wit^, captured and returned to tiie 
old' worM, a9d America exerting itself to 
defend it—there is the question of superiority 
of mode& to be decided in the coming races. 
This it is that giVes the subject its interna- 
tional interest. 


In the matter of yacht building we have 
fortmiately n6t copied the English model, 
as we have too often in other sports. 
We 
have a type of our own, a distinctive Amer- 
ican yacht, which we claim to be the very 
best outdoors, and this is the question to be 
determined this season. 


In this article some of the chief differences 
in the American and English type of yachts 
will be shown. 
The diagrams are taken in 
every instance from the construction draw- 
ings of the designers. 


A C0MPABI80N OF 8B!CTION& 
As the resistance which a body will meet 
when pushed through the water depends on 
the area of its widest and deepest portion, a 
comparison of the submerged area of the 
largest transverse section of each yacht is of 
great value. 
This is plainly shown in above 
diagrams. 
It will be noticed that the area 
of their sections increase in about the fol- 
lowing order: 
The Priscilla, Puritan, May- 
flower, Atlantic and Galatea, which means 
that, other things being equal, the Priscilla 
offers least resistance to the water and the 
Galatea the greatest 
Of course, this com- 
parison would be of little service were the 
yachts of very great difference in length, 
but fortunately these five fleet vessels that 
are to compete for superiority this season 
are nearly the same length, the Puritan, 
Priscilla and Atlantic being 
95 feet in 
length, while the Mayflower and the Galatea, 
the British yacht, are 100 feet long. 
The 
chief difference in the English and American 
models is shown in the narrowness and great 
depth of the Galatea's section, compared 
with the broader and shallower section of 
its American rivals.

THE OAIiATKA ON HBB BEAM. 


The Galatea could not stand upright in 
water without ballast, and on this ballast, 
in the shape of a great cargo of lead bolted 
under the keel, does the English or cutter 
style of yacht depend for its stability or 
erectness. 
As a yacht under sail is the 
greater portion of the time careening more 
or less, the two diagrams herewith show the 
relative merits of both models under like 
circnmstances. 
The horizontal dotted line 
is the water line, the vertical line we may 
assume as the center of gravity. 
It will be 
seen that when the Galatea careens or is on 
her beam the greater bulk of her hull and 
consequently of buoyancy is on the wrong 
side of the center of gravity, and but for 
her lead keel she would topple over. 


THE MAYFLOWBB ON HEB BEAM. 


With an American yacht on her beam, as 
shown in above section of Mayflower, her 
great bilge and her breadth of beam gives 
her buoyancy or support on the side most 
submerged. 
So it may be said that the 
English cutter 
depends for stability on 
her ballast, while the "Yankee skimming 
dish" 
attains 
the 
same 
end 
through 
greater breadth of beam and 
buoyancy. 
The object of this great depth of keel in the 
English jacht is to prevent leeway, or the 
sliding of the yacht sideways when the wind 
blows from the side. 
This trouble of leeway 
the American overcomes through the center- 
board, which is a Yfuikee invention that 
his English cousin is slow to adopt.

Baltimobb, Jtme SO.—The long-heralded 
ceremony of imposing the cardinal's berretta 
on Archbishop Gibbons took place to-day, 
with all the solemnity and grandeur of a 
Roman 
Catholic 
church 
ceremony. The 
marvel on a n occasion of this kind is how 
the aged prelates endure these long cere- 
monials in their weighty robes and in a 
w a r m .and crowded 
church. 
A further 
marvel is where do all the people come f r o m 
and how deeply interested they appear to 
be in all this pomp and pageant 
I t was 
exj^cted the deep love in which Archbishop 
Gibbons is held by all classes of citizens 
would bring a tremendous crowd to the old 
cathedral, to witness his reception of fresh 
honors, but the number of the people was 
beyond anticipation. 


The see of Baltimore takes precedence of 
any in America since 1784, when the Rev. 
John Carroll, a rel- 
ative of the cele- 
brated one of Car- 
rollton, was chosen 
s u p e r i o r of the 
priests of the Ro- 
man 
C a t h o l i c 
church in Amer- 
ica. 
Cardinal Gib- 
bons is the succes- 
sor of Father Car- 
roll, and now more 
than ever the am- 
bassador of Rome 
in America. 
He is 
a busy churchman, a hard worker and a 
close student. 
He is now one of the young- 
est members of the college of cardinals. His 
rise in the church has been 
remarkable. 
Born in B.iltimore J u l y 23, 1834, ordained a 
priest June 30, 1861, appointed vicar apos- 
tolic of North Carolina in li;6S, installed as 
bishop of Richmond in 1873, promoted as 
coadjutor archbishop of Baltimore in 1877, 
assuming the full archbishopric upon the 
death 
of 
Archbishop 
Bayley, 
he has 
reached the crowning 
honor of his life, 
being 
the 
second 
American 
who has 
reached the height of the cardinalate. 
As 
the fir.-t cardinal came from the north, it 
is peculiarly fitting that the second should 
be the head of the province 
which in- 
cludes so many 
southei-n 
states. 
Arch- 
bishop Gibbons' priestly career began with 
the war, and few men have done more to 
aid the south in her onward progress since 
the return of peace. 
In personal 
appear- 
ance the archbishop is slender and rather 
delicate. 
His features are clear cut, and 
his kindly blue eyes and gentle 
manners 
make standi friends for him everywhere. 
His ability is of a high order as a writer, 
and as a speaker he is always clear in argu- 
ment and simple in style, but it is principally 
as an administrator that he has won his 
highest reputation.

THE BALTIMOBE CATHEDRAIi. 


The grand old cathedral in which the 
ceremony took place dates from ISOfii. The 
site had been the campinc; ground of a por- 
tioa of the French 
troops 
under 
Count 
Rochambeau, who, after the surrender of 
Yorktf.wn, remained here until the close of 
the war. The cathedral was fifteen years 
buildinr. 
It and the archiépiscopal resi- 
dence, 
with the grounds attached, occupy 
one-half of the large 
square bound9d by 
Cathedral, 
Franklin and Mulberry 
streets 
and Charles avenue. 
Cathedral and Charles 
streets 
are the two most 
fashionable 
thoroughfares in the city. 
There is a n 
ancient appearance about the great granite 
walls of the cathedral, and the general archi- 
tecture of the massive structure is unlike 
any other church in the coimtry. 
I t wiU 
seat more people than any pther church in 
Baltimore 
With its old paintings and 
magnificent marble altars, 
this 
edifice is 
one of the special 
objects of interest to 
strangers. 


Two grand organs, one in the sanctuary 
and the other, a mammoth one, in a gallery, 
supply the accompaniments to the regular 
choir and the choristers who chant the 
Gregorian music for the masses. 
The sanc- 
tuary extending in front of the three altars 
is very large, and needs to be, as on a n 
occasion like the one of to-day, when there 
were hundreds of church dignitaries present 
There are three galleries, one oi which is 
occupied by the choir, and the other by 
Sisters of Charity and the orphans f r o m S t 
Mary's asylum. 


After I he impressive pontifical high ma&s, 
in which a sermon was preached by the elo- 
quent Archbishop Ryan, of Philadelphia, the 
ceremony of con- 
ferring the red ber- 
retta 
took 
place. 
Mgr. Straniero, in 
whose keeping the 
berretta 
was in- 
trusted by the pope, 
was standing gjuard 
near it, aiîd hold- 
ing his credentials 
bearing Lhe impress 
of tile Fisherman's 
ring. 
After read- 
ing aloud the ofll- 
cial paper contain- 
ing the authority, 
the 
m o n s i g n o r 
handed the berret- 
t a to 
Archbishop 
Kendrick, 
of 8t. 
Louis, who, after 
making a short ad- 
dress, 
placed the 
berretta 
on the 
slightly i n c l i n e d 
Then the cardinal

head of the cardinal 
rose and spoke to the assembly; but this ad- 
dress, like those preceding it, were all in 
Latin. 
Then he faced the congregation and 
spoke to them in English. 


There are three hats which a cardinal re- 
ceives. 
The first a red skull cap, called a 
zuchetta, which he received a t his house 
from the hands of Count Mucciola. The 
count appeared also a t the mass in his uni- 
form of the pope's Noble guard. 
The second 
h a t is the berretta conferred to-day, and 
the third is the cardinal's h a t which he must 
receive frOm the hands of the pope in Rome. 
This hat is used but twice; once when it is 
conferred, and then when it rests on his 
catafalque after his death. 
When the cardi- 
nal is buried his cardinal's h a t will be sus- 
pended f r o m the dome of the cathedral in 
which he now officiates, as the codflsb does 
f r o m the dome ot 3oftoa'f itftte bottsa^

THE LATE JUDGE DAVID DAVIS. 


Judge 
David 
Davis was born in Cecil 
county, Maryland, March 9 181.5. 
By t h e 
exercise of extreme and oftetitimes pinching 
economy, young David Davis succeeded in 
passing the collegiate 
course a t 
Kenyon 
college, Ohio. 
He then studied law in the 
Massachusetts academy of law. 
Thus equip- 
ped Mr. Davis in 1834 came west and located 
m Pékin, 
Tazewell 
county, Illinois. 
He 
was then very poor, and wishing to change 
his location walked f r o m Pekin to Bloom- 
ington, in the same state, a distance of forty 
miles. 
Arriving in Bloomin^cton in 1835 he 
a t once began the practice of law, acquir- 
ing a practice t h a t was constantly increasing 
up to the time of his elevation to the bench. 


He was the colleague of Abraham Lin- 
coln, Judge 
Logan, Gen. Gridley, O. B. 
Ficklen and other legal giants of that period 
whose lives a r e a portion of the history of 
the country. 


In 1&14 Mr. Davis was elected to the pop- 
ular branch of the assembly, where he ac- 
quired 
his 
first 
experience in legislative 
work. 
He was first called to the bench in 
1848. 
A t once his friends recognized 
t h a t 
Davis had found the part in life for which 
nature and education had so well fitted him. 


In 1802 President Lincoln appointed Mr. 
Davij; to the highest judicial attainment of 
the aspiring jurist—an associate judge of 
the supreme court of the United 
Statea 
This appointment was made more as am 
acknowledgment of Mr. Davis' ability as 
a juriîît than as a reward for service ren- 
dered to Mr. Lincoln. 
Mr. Davis 
more 
than justified the president's 
expectations. 
In 1 be winter of 1876-77 the Illinois 
legisla- 
ture after a stormy session elected David 
Davis to represent the state in the United 
States senate. 
When President Garfield was 
slain Senator Davis was selected by the sen- 
ate a s vice-president pro tein. 


JUDGE DAVIS' RESIDENCE. 


In 1838 J u Ige D ivis and Miss 
Sarah 
Walker, 
of Massachusetts, 
were 
married, 
the union bein^ blessed by the birth of sev- 
eral children, two of whom are now living. 
The daughter married the son of Justice 
Swayne, and the other child, a son, is living 
in Blooming ton. 
David Davis was a cousin 
of Henry Winter Davi.s, the great constitu- 
tional lawyer. 
I n 1879 Mrs. Davis died, sin- 
cerely mourned by her husband, 
children 
and a wjde circle of frimds. 
Since that 
time Judge Davis again married, and again 
a Massachusetts lady, though a t the time of 
the marriage a resident of North Carolina. 
This lady survives her distinguished hus- 
band. 
The family residence, one of t h e 
most palatial and comfortable homes in t h e 
west, surrounded by a grand park, is lo- 
cated on the eastern limit of the city of 
Bloomington.

A s f n i ^ e yet strikingly attracttre carew 
is that of brave old Franz Liszt 
His life is 
fall of romance and ups and downs, yet on 
the whole it is a pleasant story. One re- 
markable feature of his character is the 
affectMn he inspired in all his pupils and 
friends. No musician of his time luu been 
so generally loved. 
Woman and young 
ladfes, especially, adored him, and he re- 
turned their enthusiasm for him with chivaU 
rout regard. 
During his long career he has 
known all sides of life. 
If the object of 
existence here be varied experienca for the 
development of the individual, tiien Liszt 
fulfilled i t 
He has been commoner, noble, 
husband, father, monk and famous musician. 


Franz Liszt is a Hungarian by birtii, 
though his fame as a pianist has made h i m 
a 
citizen of the 
world. 
ID 1811 he 
was b o m on the 
estate of the fii- 
mous Prince Ester- 
hazy, a t Raiding. 
From his f a t h e r he 
inherited 
musical 
t a l e n t 
His f a t h w 
held some position 
on the Esterhazy 
estates. 
He culti- 
vated 
the 
littl« 
F r a n z ' 
musical 
powers so assida- 
ously that when he 
was only 9 years old he played a t a public 
concert 
in Presburg 
and astonished his 
audience. 
He attracted attention f r o m high 
and low. 


Two H u n g a a a n 
noblemen played fairy 
godmother t o the rising genius, and paid for 
his m u a c a l education. 
Such things do not 
haf>pen often in our time to young geniuses, 
masical or otherwise. The fairy godmothers 
seem to have no more money than 
they 
w a n t for themselves. 


Liszt studied m Vienna, and a f t e r w a r d 
in Paris, where, when only '13, he became 
the darling of the nobility and gentry. 
His 
father remained with him constantly, and 
•while he lived kept the marvelous, beautiful 
boy from being spoiled. 
But he died when 
l ^ a n z was 16, and thence the musician be- 
•came his own master. His was the gorgeous, 
impressionable, artistic temperament, giv- 
ing way with wild abandon to whatever 
impulse happened to be on top. 
Young 
Liszt plunged alternately into mad dissipa- 
tion and fervid religious mysticism. 
His 
friends feared that it was all day with his 
musical career. 
But one day, when he was 
20, he heard Paganini, the violini-t, play, it 
unlocked his prisoned gifts and fired all his 
soul with ambition. 


"I will be the Paganini of the piano,'* said 
young Li^zt to himself. 


He kept his word. From that time on till, 
old and full of honors, he is waiting for the 
summons to the "choir invisible," Liszt has 
been the Paganini of the piano. 
He has 
played before all the crowned heads of Eu- 
rope, and has received a title of nobility 
and 
decorations without number. 
U p to 
1847 his life was a series of triumphs, " ^ e n 
he suddenly tired of wandering and went to 
Rome and took orders as a priest in the 
chapel of the Vatican. 


For many years Abbe Liszt has lived 
quietly at Vienna. 
His native 
country 
granted him a pension of $3,000 annually, 
many years ago. 
Besides being the greatest 
piano player of the century, heis also a o 
admirable musical composer.

Gen. Clinton B. Fisk was b o m in York, 
Livingston 
county, state of New York. 
Tlie family emigrated to the west in his 
infancy in 1830. 
He had all the advantages 
incident to a home in the wilderness in 
Lenawee county, Mich. 
Fatherless at 4 
years of age. apprenticed to a farmer at 9, 
graduated in the country schoolhouse after 
three months' .schooling each year for four 
years; 
worked his way into Albion 
semi- 
nary, Mich., where he prepared for Michi- 
gan university, but, failing in health, aban- 
doned study for commercial pursuits; be- 
came a merchant, miller and banker, a t 
Coldwater, Mich. ; removed to S t 
Louis, 
Mo., in 1859; was early in the war for t h e 
Union; became cplonel of the Thirty-third 
Missouri Infantry volunteers; served upon 
the staff of Maj. Gen. Custer; promoted to 
brigadier general, volunteers, in 1862; com- 
manded the Thirteenth 
division 
of the 
Thirteenth 
a r m y 
corps in the army of 
Tennessee; was in the Yazoo 
Pass ex- 
pedition against 
Fort 
Pembleton, in the 
(dege of Vicksburg; ordered to Missouri in 
1863, where he commanded successively the 
districts of south east 
Missouri, S t Louis 
and north Mi-souri; was in command of the 
forces a t Jefferson City, Mo., when 
Price 
was successfully resisted in his attempt to 
aeize the capital of the state; promoted to 
brevet major general of volunteers, 1865. 
A t the close of ti)e war was ordered to Nash- 
ville, Tenn., as assistant commissioner under 
Gen. Howard in the work of the Freedmans* 
bureau, south. 
More than 2,000,000 freed- 
men were aided by him in getting established 
in their new relations. 
Fisk 
university, 
Nashville, Tenn., conducted undef the aus- 
pices of the American Missionary associa- 
tion, ranks among the beit of thf institu* 
fims of learning of thl* ola«».

The "Yankee Skimming Dish" and 
the English Cfitter—The One Travels on 
Her Buoyancy, the Otlier on Her Ballast. 


NEW YOBK, June 23.—Tho yacht contests 
f this season promise to oxcol anytl Ing the 
world lias hero to Tore soon iu tho way of 
quatic rucfia. 
Bosidfl the stake of national 


trifle which Is involved—all Europe eager to 
tava the America's cup, which is tho mark 
f superiority, captured and returned to the 
Id world, and America oxerting itself to 
ofend It-thero is tho question oC superiority 
f models to be decided in tlin coming races. 
This it is that gives tho subjoct itsinterna- 
iouol interest. 
In tho matter of yacht building we have 
ortunately not copied the English model, 


we have too often in other sports. 
We 


ve a type of our own, a distinctive Amer- 


can yacht, which wo claim to bo tho very 
aest outdoors, and this is the question to be 
letormined this season. 


In this article some oC tho chief differences 


n the American and English type of yachts 
will be slioffn. 
The diagrams are taken in

A COMPARISON OF BECTIOXSL 


As the resistance which a body will meet 


rfben pushed through the water depends on 
tie area of its widest and deepest portion, a 
omparison of the submerged ares oC the 
argost transverse section of each yacht is of 
great value. This ia plainly shown in above 
iagrams. It will be noticed Hint the area 
f their sections increase in about the fol- 
ovriug order: Tho Priscilla, Puritan, Mny- 
ower, Atlantic and Galatea, which means 
iat', other things being equal, the Priscilla 
ffers.least resistance .to"the water and tho 
ialatea the greatest Of course, this eom- 
arison would be of little service were the 
•achts of very great difference in length, 
tut" fortunately these five fleet vessels that 
are to compete for superiority this season 
re nearly the earno length, tho Ptirit/m, 
Prfccilla and Atlantic, being 95 feet in 
ngth, .while tho Mayflower and the Galatea, 
le British yacht, are 100 feet long. The 
tiiflf difference in tho English and American 


models is shown iu the narrowness and great 


epth of the Galatea's section, compared 


with tha broader and shallower stction of 


American rivals.

The horizontal dotted line 
is tho water line, the vertical line wo may 
assume as tho center of gravity. It will bo 
seen that when the Galatea careens or is on 
tier beam the grpater bulk of her hull and 
consequently of buoyancy is on the wrong 
side of the center of gravity, and but for 
her lead keel she would topple over.

One of tlio Pure.it and Mutt- Honored of 


1/u bile Men. 


TUB T.ATR JUDGE DAV1U DAVIS. 


Judge David Davis was born in Cecil 


county, .Maryland, March 0 1815. !iy tho 
exercise ot extreme and oftentimes pinching 
economy, young David Davis succeeded in 
passing tlio collegiate courso at Keuyon 
college, Ohio. lie then studied law in the 
Massachusetts academy of law. Thus equip- 
ped Mr. Davis in 1SS4 came west and located 
jii Pekin, T.izewpU county, Illinois. 
Ho 


was then very poor, and wishing to change 
his location walked from Pekin to Bloom- 
ington, in tho stimo state, a distance of forty 
miles. Arriving in Bloomin/jjton in 1835 he- 
at once 'began tho practice of law, acquir- 
ing a practice that was constantly increasing 
up to ihs time of his elevation to the bench. 


Ho was the colleague of Abraham Lin- 


coln, Judge Logan, Geu. Gridley, O. B. 
Ficklen and other legal giants of that period 
whoso Jives aro a portion of tho history of 
the country. 


In 1814 Mr. Davis was elected to the pop- 


ular branch of the assembly, where he ac- 
quired his first experience in legislative 
work. He-was first called to the bench in 
1R4S. 
At oiico his friends recognized that 


Davis bud found tho part, in life for which 
nntaire and education had so well fitted him. 


Li 1802 President Lincoln appointed Mr. 


Davi;; to the highest judicial attainment of. 
tho aspiring jurist—an associate judge oE 
the .sunrfime court of tho United States. 
This appointment was made more as aa 
acknowledgment of Mr. Davis' ability as 
a jurliit than as a reward for service ren- 
dered to Mr. Lincoln. 
Mr. Davis more 


than justified the president's expectations. 
In the winter of lS7fi-77 the Illinois legisla- 
turo after a stormy session elected David 
Davis to i epreyent.the state in tho United 
States Feimle. When President Gjirfield was 
slain Senator Davis was selected by tho sen- 
ate as vice-president pro tens. 


JUCUK DA.VIS' RESIDENCE. 


In 1838- Ju-lse D ivis and Miss Sarab 


"Walker, of Ma-wnchnsetts, wcro married, 
the union, bcin- blessed by t-hu birth of sev- 
eral children, two ot wliom aro now living. 
Tho diiughter married tho son of Justico 
Swnynp, nnd tl;o other child, a son, is livine 
in HlnoTiiin^toii. David Davis \vau a cousin 
of Henry Winter D;tvis, tho f,rfint constitu- 
tional Inwyor. In (870 Mrs. Davis died, sin- 
cerely mourned l>y her huRbiuirt, children 
aud a widfj cirrlo of friends. 
Since that 


time Judge Davis again married, and again 
a Hatssacbusotts lady, though at tho timo ol 
tho marriage a resident of North Oroliua. 
This lady survives her distinguished hus- 
bnnd. 
Tho family residence, ono of the 


most paliitial and comfortn.bio homes in the 
west;, surrounded by a grand park, ii lo- 
cated on the eastern limit of the city of 
Bloom ington.

so generally loved.

Indies, especially, adored him, and he ro- 
turned their enthusiasm for him with chival- 
rous regard. During his lon« career he hag 
known all sldou of life. 
If tho object of 


existence hero bo varied experience for the 
development of Uie individual, then Liszt 
fulfilled ifc. lift has been commoner, noble, 
husband, father, monk and famous musician.

His 
father remained with him constantly, and 
Awhile ho lived kept the marvelouSj beautiful 
boy from h?ing spoiled. But bo died when 
JTranz was 16, and thence the musician be- 
«ame his own master. His was tho gorgeous, 
impressionable, artistic temperament, giv- 
ing way with wild abandon to whatever 
impulse happened to be ou top. Young 
Liszt plunged alternately into mad dissipa- 
tion and fervid religious mysticism.

friends feared that it was all (lay with his 
musical career. But ono day, whon ho was 
20, he heard Fagauini, the violinht. play, it 
unlocked bn prisoned gifts and ftred ail hia 
soul with ambition. 


"I will be tbo Paganini of the piano," said 


young Li=zL to himself. 


He. kept his word. From that time on till, 


old and full of honors, h« is waiting for the 
summons to the "choir invisible," Liszt has 
been the Pagan iui of tho piano. Ho haa 
pbiyed before all the crowned heads o£ Eu- 
rope, and has received a title of nobility 
and decorations without number. TJp to 
1847 his lifo was a eorios of. triumphs. Then 
he suddenly tired of wandering and went tfl 
Rome and took orders as a priest in tho 
ch'ipel of the Vatican. 


For many years Abbo Liszt has lived 


quietly at Vienna. 
His native country 


granted him a pension of $3,000 annually, 
many years ago. 
Besides being tlio greatest 


piano playjjr of tho century, hols also ma 
admirable "musical composer.
